FOREIGN NOTES.

Napoleon te the Sennte.

The Senate held & sitting April 15, M. Ronher
in the chair. M, Devienne ascended the tribune,
and read the repors of the committes on the
Senatus Consulium. It Is a re-echo of the
Emperor's message on the saume subject. The
Emperor gave a very friendly reception to the
Marquis d"Andelarre, who explained to his Ma-
jesty the reasons why all the sincere friends of
the dynasty and liberty deslred serious guarantecs
the against plebiscitary faculty contained in the
Senalus Oonsultum, The Emperor replied that
he could not possibly make any fresh conces-
slons.

Pere Hyaclathe on the Crisls.
Father Hyncinthe addressed to the Paris jour-
nalg the folowing letter:—

“Pants, April 8, 1870, 1 am supposad just now in many
quarters to have o share as eonsiderable as seoret in the
publication of the Cencorde, T fool cortain that such a

roveeding will not be attributed to ma by those who

now me well, bug | owe to the publio a conkradiction of
tho supponition. Doubtless wy sympathies are on the
nide of & work in which my own brothar is concerned, and
which promises to bring fresh nid to the cause of umﬁna
wad liberty —one which is more than orér my own; but
thar are difforans methods of sorving it: amd [ am anx.
jous to remain in the silsnce which my eonselence im-
posed npon me at the outsot of the crisis which we are
uow traversing."

The Barcelonn Insurroction.

The rallway and telegraphic communications
with Barcelonn continue uninterrupted in the
line of Zaragozs from San Aondres de Palomar,
in the line of Tarragona from Ban Felice and in
the line of Gerona in Masnon. In despatch of
Tth, transmitted via Tarragona, the Captain-
General of Catalonla makes known that the
forces continue oceupyh:f .soaltlonl u[l:on
Gracla, but that he bad refrained from ordering
them to open fire by reason of the heavy wind
and rain which were prevailing; also, that they
vesterday verified the sorteo in Barcelona without
novelty, in spite of barricades baving been
formed in some bLarriers, which the troops
easlly destroyed; alse, that the columus he had
organized would go ont lmmediately to attack the

ueblos in rebellion. At noon on Thursday, the

‘irst battalion of Africa arrived, after baving
heatén the rebels of Moncada and San Andres.
The First battallon of Ingenlerog left the train
in S8an Felice, fought nund conguered the rebels
of that town, and arrived at Barcslona yesterday
mornlng. ‘The Second battalion arrived a little
later, having come by sea. The Cazadores de
Talavera embarked In Tarrngons at nine last
night for Barcelona. The Second battalion of
Afrlca hind reached Ban Andres and continued
on W Barcelona on foot without belng molested.
General Baldrich, with the battallon of Mendi-
gorra, arrived at Sabadell without novelty at
eleven o'clock last night. and would resume
hiis march this morning. The insurgents fled
from the town on his approach. BIV pPAISENZErS
who arrived at San Andres last night we learn
thafitranquillity was completely re-establistied in
Barceloun.—Madrid Gazette, April 8.

Amerionn Securitios on the Frankiort Bourse—
Englivh Accounts,
From the Londaen Times (City Avticle), April 14.

The Fravkfort advices state thot the recent
eagerness for American raillway bonds is fasc
passing away, and that the success obitained by
the Oregon-California 1ssue has been the last.
These are now selllng at two per cent, discount.
The issue of Port Reynl bonds has slgually
failed, apd others prt){mtlad are without the
sbhadow of a chance, The murket 18 glatted,
and the holders are weak. ‘“According to the

rinted opintom,” 1t 1s sald, “of an eminent
awyer at New York, wherever there is a capl-
tal in shares, only such morlgage bonds are
valid whose issue has been sanctioned by an
asgembly of shareholders—an assembly almost
impoesible to be held under the pecullar circum-
gtances of Americun railway buildiog, and this
adds a new danger to those already fucurred by
improvident investors,”

—A Boston writer, apeaking of Wedall Phil-
Yipe' lecture on Christianity, says that it was ‘'a
wonderful effort, radical to the verge of despair,
yet hopeful us be always is," which Is rather an
¢yuiyocal cowpliment.

TURN OF THE TIDE,

The Kiver Nulsanco In Canndna.

It is & well-known fact that over since the dis-
appearance of Amorican sllver in the Unlted
Hiates it has flowod Into Canada in such quan-
titles a8 to he regarded ad a nulsaunce. The
Canndiang having stood It until thelr patience is
exhausted aro now devising means to drive It
over the border into the conntry where it pro-
perly Belongs, and, at thia time, it 15 very much
peeded, For w long time it has been recelved by
the Canndian Government only at a discount
from four to glx per cent., and then only in
limited quantities, but in trade it has been at
par until within a few days. The last tumbling
of gold in the Unlted States, and the consequent
falling of silver, have sent up greenbacks in
Caonda, and In view of this the Canadians have
undertaken to get rid of the great burden of
Ameorican sllver. The principal railraads, the
Montreal Telegraph Company, the hotels, the
bar-rooms, and the leading retall traders are
geperally uniting Iin the movement, and the re-
sult s that an American half-dollar goes for
only forty-elght cents, a quarier for forty-four,
a dime for nine cents, and a half-dime tor four
conts. To accommodate themeslves in trade,
shinplaster scrip, similar to the United States
tractional currency, hina beon issued in large
quantities, and as the American silver goes out
that takes its plnce. Its value, of course, is the
same ae gold. For the past thres weeks the
shipments of American silver from Montreal
alone have averaged $50,000 per day. At this
rate It cannot be long before the American frac-
tional currency 1s replaced by hard money.

DEATH ON THE RAIL.

Dreadful Accldent on the Maeon Rallrond-—
Fonr l’emua"lﬂlml and Many Injurea.

The Bavanush (Gu.) Republican of the 2id
inst. eays:—

We rogret to learn, from despatches re-
coelved here last night trom Jessup, that a seri-
ous aecident eecurred yesterday to an excarsion
train on the Macon and Brunswick Rallread, by
which four er five persons were killed ontright,
and a number more or less serlously injured.

*It appears that an excursion party was made
up at Bnltlm. Valdosta, and other places on
the line of read for a visit te Brunswlek. The
train lefi Quitman yesterday morning, and pro-
ceeded on its way without aceldent until it
reached a point about sixteen miles from Bruns-
wick, when, in crossing a trestle, the cribbing
gave way and precipitated the cars containing
the excursionlsts n considerable distance to the
ewamp below. A tele states that four or
five persons were killed outright, and several
others serlously weunded. Nonames or further
particulars are glven, A special train, with
medical or othier aids, was despatched from this
city to the scene of dizaster late last night, and
we shall prohublly recoive full particulars of the
unfortunate affair by this morniog’s train. It is
understood that many ladies were on board the
excursion train.”

CHIVALRY.
A High-Toned Misalamlpplan Attempts Ansnssle
nation, but Usnnts Without His Hest.

A few days ago, while Colonel B. B. Emory,
Cellector of Internal Revenue for the Third dis-
trict, was leaving his office, In Corinth, Missis-
sippl, a ruffian, who pretends to practice law,
met him in the building, armed with the tradi-
tional double-barrelied shot gun, and revolver
bung around him. Never having had any dif-
ficulty with him, the Colonel had no idea his
attention was directed towards him. When but
a few fect from him, however, the gentloman
raised the gun in range of his person. Quick as
lightning Colonel Emory sprang upon the cow-
ard, disarmed him of gun and pistol (which he
attempted to draw when he lost his gun). He
then turned to a friend of the ‘‘cong
brave,” snd sdvised him to take him twl{, or
he would ef necessity deprive the community of
g0 valuable a citizen. Our latest information is
to the effect that the hero imbibed some addi-
tional courage, and was hunting the Colonel to
“'shoot him on sight.” Colonel Emory is as
brave as he is quick in actien and slow to anger,
and shonld they meet, we fear there will be
mourning for an estimable citizen.
